Change In Law Relieves City 


Registrar Of Issuing New 


Records Of Parents 


Certified birth certificates are no 
longer available at the headquar­ 
ters of the 
local vital statistics 
registrar, 
but 
must 
be 
obtained 
either from the state reg istrar or 
through probate court, Mrs. Ruth 
Cramer, E as t Liverpool registrar, 
announced today. 
Until a few months ago certified 
birth certificates of children born 
since 1908, could be obtained in 
Last Liverpool, but due to a re­ 
cently enacted state law, such rec­ 
ords now can be furnished only by 
the state departm ent of health. 
Doctors Must Report 
Physicians are required to file 
a report of births with the registrar 
within IO days after babies are de­ 
livered and the local reg istrar is 
allowed 30 days more in which to 
submit the 
record 
to 
Columbus. 
Mothers are furnished with a post 
card certificate before the record is 
sent to the Btate, which is proof 
that the birth has been recorded. 
Such certificates are acceptable to 
school authorities when the child 
reaches the school attendance age. 
The law disallows delayed birth 
certificates filed by parents and 
relatives. 
Mistakes cannot be cor­ 
rected on the original certificate, 
hut the parents or the attending 
physician can furnish supplem ental 
information “ by affidavit, setting 
forth what items are in error, how 
they should read and why this In­ 
formation is necessary.” 
‘‘The 
statu tes 
of 
the general 
code of Ohio laws do not provide 
any legal m anner or procedure for 
a person born prior to Dec. 20. 
1908. 
to 
file 
a 
birth 
certificate 
with this division”, Dr. W. S. Men­ 
denhall, state registrar and chief 
of the 
adults statistics division, 
states. 
“If a birth record is not on file 
tor these people in the probate 
court* or city health departm ents 
where the birth occurred we can­ 
not be of any assistance.” 
Demand Is Increasing 
Mrs. C ram er said that the de­ 
mand for birth certificates is in­ 
creasing daily. 
“G overnm ental agencies are grad­ 
ually tightening their requirem ents 
for proof of age. especially in the 
pension field,” she said. 
“Social 
life, growing in complexity 
and 
tenseness, has begun to keep tab on 
the individual more closely. 
“Fearing saboteurs, many major 
industries 
already 
require 
birth 
certificates, 
or other unshakable 
proofs 
of 
citiienship 
from 
em­ 
ployes and even visitors to their 
plants, 
lf this trend continues it 
may soon be as difficult to live 
without a birth certificate as it is 
to live w ithout a pair of shoes.” 
The fact th at birth records prior 
to 1908 are incomplete either in 
Last Liverpool or Lisbon, is a hand­ 
icap to m any elderly persons seek­ 
ing to qualify for old-age pensions. 
A few weeks ago a W PA project 
was completed here for the index­ 
ing of births and deaths as far 
back as 1880 but these axe only 
partial records. 
In the absence of vital statistics 
records applicants are advised to 
comm unicate with the bureau of 
census in the Commerce building 
af W ashington. D. C. for such rec­ 
ords as m ight be available in cen­ 
sus reports. 
Failing to obtain a record from 
census reports, an applicant should 
contact the attending physician, if 
living, o r from records which he 
may have left if deceased, or se­ 
cure affidavits from persons hav­ 
ing knowledge of the event who 
could certify to the approximate 
date, at least. 
M arriage Data Suitable 
For proof of age, a baptism al cer­ 
tificate or m arriage license or in­ 
surance 
policy 
record 
m ight 
be 
submitted. 
If the insurance policy 
has lapsed a record should be avail­ 
able in the home office of the com­ 
pany. 
Proof of date of birth is required 
for entran ce to school, for first 
work permit, for driving license, 
for right to vote, for right to marry, 
for right to enter civil service, for 
entering military service, for social 
security, benefits to blind, depend­ 
ent children and aged, and for set­ 
tlement of pension.
